The Factii Concerning Mexico. 


We say restore silver to wlTure i t was. 


Coin it free us yon do gold. Restore to 
it its legal tender qualities, and just as 
soon as this is done, just as EOOU as sil- 
ver can bo used at tho custom house, 
need to pay taxes and to pay notes at 
tho bank, just as soon as it can be used 
to do the same work that gold doc.s, just, 
that fioon the iaiportancoof gold will bd 
loworod, its purchasing power .will be 
lowered, the iiVjiortauco of ailvrr will 
bo raised, its purchasing power will bo [ 
raised, until the. two metals again cir- 
culate at par, just us they did for 200 
years before silver was demonetized. 


But. 
says somo one, tho idea of bi- 


metallism is all right, but we canuob go 
it alouc. We must have Europe to help 
ns; otherwise gold will go to a pre- 
mium. Examine this a moment. Every- 
body admits that if all tho European 
states would act together they could RO 
it alone. They conld absorb the silver 
that is annually produced, nnd in fact; a 
great deal more, without having gold go 
to a premium. Kow, gentlemen, the in- 
ternal trade of the United States under 
normal couditious is greater than that 
of all Europe pus together, for while 
some of tho European countries have 
large populations they are so extremely 
poor thac they possess very little pur- 
chasing power; conseciuciitly if Kurope 
could go it alone the United StatcH 
could BtUl more easily do BO. 
SV'e could 


absorb nioro than double tho amount of 
all tho silver that would be brought to 
our country, and it would be like put- 
ting now blood into the body. The pa- 
tient is now too weak to travel. We say 
restore liis blood to its normal condition 
and then he will again be active. 


It is fir.id that a Mexican dollar, which 


is as heavy us ours, is worth only 50 
cents in gold, ucd we aro asked,'If this 
so, how will we make our silver dollars 
circulate- side by side with gold? I say 
wo will do it by giving our silver dol- 
lars a field sufficJcully largo to absorb 
all and in which they can do the same 
work that gold docs. The business of 
Mexico is so small that it dees not fur- 
nish a .sufficiently largo field to absorb 
nil of tho silver dollars. The business 
of Mexico is less than that of soino of 
our states.

and diabolical ploi to perpetrate a dyna- 
mite outrage in this countiy and estab- 
lish a rulgji of terror. Chief Inspector 
Meivln, vho has been so prominent in 
tracing and arresting Fenians, ha.s been 
the head ot the Scotland Yard arrange- 
ments for checkmating ihe prest-ni eon- 
Ppira:ors. 
Gradually, ana Quietly, a 


complete nptwurlt was drawn round the 
I'lotttrs, and tho fact being known that 
I hey were in Intimate communication 
with prominent liussian nihilists in. the 
United States enabled Lhe police to pur- 
sue, Investlgaie and discover, on v/hat 
Is believed to be absolute evidence, that 
one oC the most recent develupmeius oE 
ihe scheme aimd at an outrage on the 
czar upon [he occasion of his visit to 
England. 


"The prime movers were Fenians In 


America, and when the plot had been 
carried as1 far as possible there, Tynan, 
and the othor chief agents, were dis- 
patched to IC'jrope to consummate the 
designs adopted.

chem. The police suspect 15 other per- 
sons in various European capitals of 
complicity with the Bercham faction. 


The Chronicle says that later informa- 


tion points to an attempt upon the life o: 
the czar having" beer, planned at Breslau. 


Tho correspondent of The Chronicle at 


Paris says in a dispatch to that paper: 
Tynan has been a familiar n'gure here 
ofC and on for a decade. I have seen him 
repeatedly, and I cannot bring myself 
to ben-eve that this melo-dramatic cap- 
ture might not have been alfected years 
ago. 


The police here now admit that tha 


man arrested at Rotterdam, whose name 
was first given as "Wallace, is. in fact. 
John F. Kearney of Xew York. Edward 
Bell, -when arrested at Glasgow, had £160 
In his purc-e. In connection with the ar- 
rest of Tynan at Boulogne, this man's 
relatives are being shadowed at Kings- 
town. 


The secretary of the Great Britain 


Amnesty association, speaking of the ar- 
rest Qf Tynan, says that thoy will afford 
Tynan means for his defense, but that 
he will have no sympathy If he has been 
guilty of any recent conspiracies. 


The Daily News' Paris correspondent 


says: M. Rochefort, editor of L'lntran- 
sigean:, does does not believe that Ty- 
nan will be extradited, but he points out 
that the rumor that the czar was a 
marked man would make It. hard to re- 
fuse extradition, if there were prlma 
facie case against him. It would rot b^ 
surprising,says M. Rochefort, if the Ger- 
man emperor should rush to Paris to 
show his willingness TO unite with the 
czar and President Faure in crushing 
the red monster o£ anarchism.

it alone. They could absorb the silver 
that i.s annually produced, nud in'factu 
great deal inoro, without having cold go 
to a premium. Now, gentlemen, the in- 
ternal trade of the United Scutes under 
normal conditions is greater than that 
of all Europe put together, for while 
Koine of the European countries have 
large populations they are to extremely 
,poor that they possess very little pur- 
cuasing power; consenueutly if Europe 
could go it alone the United States 
could still more easily do so. We eould 
absorb mora than double the amount of 
aJl the silver that would be brought to 
onr country, and it would be like pat- 
ting new blood into tho body. Tho pa- 
tient is now too weak to travel. We say 
restore his blood to its normal condition 
and then lie will again be active. 


It is said that a Mexican dollar, which 


ia as heavy as ours, is worth only 50 
cents in gold, nud we arc asked, If this 
so, how will we make our silver dollars 
circulate side by side with gold? I say 
we will do it by giving onr silver dol- 
lars a field Bufiicieutly large to absorb 
all and in which they can do tho .same- 
work that gold does. Tlio business uf 
Mexico i.i so smaM that it does uot fur- 
nish a .STifEcientJy largo field to absorb 
all of the s'ilvcr dollars. The business 
of Mexico is less than that of some of 
our stares. 


Multiply the trade of Mexico by 40 


and it would absorb twice the amount 
of silver that could be furnished any 
one year. When the large import duties 
paid at our custom houses and tho lim- 
itless sums of taxes paid in our country 
aro considered, it becomes at onco appar- 
ent thai this country conld absorb 200 
times as much silver mpney as Mexico 
could, independently of all tho other 
rmtiona of the earth. Mesico is ou a sil- 
ver basis, and M. Romero, tiic Mexican 
minister at .Washington, a year ago 
published an article in The North 
American Review describing the coudi- 
tions of his country, andhcshowed chnt 
Mexico is more prosperous now than it 
ever was before in its history. 
Her 


farmers are iTVs?CT'nBi 
nc>r business 


men aro prospering, her -manufactories 
aro all bu.^y, and new ones aro being 
erected, and there is scarcely an idle 
laborer in Afexico. 


But if all of the talk about gold go- 


ing to a premium were true it wonld 
not meet the question. The question is, 
Shall republican institutions be main- 
tained in this country? If onr farmers, 
onr mechanics, and onr laborers are re- 
duced to the condition of mere tribute 
paying serfs, then the dcom of this re- 
public is sealed. If they ore to be re- 
duced to the impoverished condition of 
the toilers'of Europe then a high and 
intelligent order 'of citizenship in this 
country is impossible. Men who have 
little to eat and little to wear caunot 
educate their families, men who havo 
to give np all of their strength aud all 
of their thoughts to what is practically 
nnrequited toil are not calculated to act 
the role of independent freemen.—John 
P. Altgeld. 


A. Pernicious System. 


After feeling the publio pulso the 


speculators and banting syndicates de- 
cide that it will bt> unwise to urge tho 
issue of another §100,000,000 of gov- 
ernment bonds. So they have resorted to 
two expedients—first, to loan the gov- 
ernment £20,000,000 of gold; second, 
to form a pool of $25,000,000 to prevent 
tho further export of gold by selling ex- 
change "short." That is to say, they 
will secure sufficient credit in Europe 
to carry bills of exchange issued on this 
side of the Atlantic until sufficieut'of 
the new cotton crop has been exported 
to turn the tiaci of gold in.our favor.

"The prim'j movers \vere Fenians in

It Is be- 
lieved that this fact will serve to Iden- 
tify the men who occupied the house, 
and connect the right persons with this 
feature of the great conspiracy.
